DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO 892 of the previous Office action. None 
of the references or combinations thereof disclose or suggest raising the temperature of 
the oxidization furnace to a temperature higher than the temperature at which the 
nitrification process is implemented before rapidly cooling the oxidization furnace while 
injecting inert gas into the oxidization furnace to thereby purge the nitrogen based 
source remaining in the furnace, as required by the presently claimed invention nor the 
resulting benefit in preventing reproduction of the trap charge . Therefore, the claims at 
hand are allowable over the cited prior art of record.
